Explosion Occurred In Room Where 100 Girls Were

Russian Government and Officials Have Not Been 
Able to Explain Cause of Disaster—Rumors of Plot 
Were Circulated But Not Confirmed—Factory Was 
Not Badly Damaged

Chester, Pa., 'April 10.—A terrific explosion at the great 


plant of the Eddystone Ammunitions Corporation at Ed- 
dystone, Pa., a mile from tliis city, is reported to have killed 
from 125 to 250 persons and injured at least 300 more. 


A railroad official asserts that nearly 300 were killed, 


,but this estimate cannot be confirmed. 


The explosion occurred soon after 10 o'clock in the pellet room of 


the shrapnel building where about 100 girls were employed putting the 
finishing touches on shells. In a building adjoining approximately 30,- 
.OOO shells were stored. A second explosion demolished this building and 
scattered the' shells in every direction. 
' Immediately calls were sent for outside aid and physicians, 
firemen 


»nd policement from surrounding touns arrived in great ^numbers. The 
hiHUUNgs in which the explosions o oeurred caught fire and by strenuous 
work "the~ 'flames which burst in th e two houses was confined to these 
structures. 


-Meartwhile charred bodies vere being pulled from the wreckage and 


injured persons were being picked up and taken to Chester a mile away. 
The two"main hospitals of the cit> 1% ore soon fi'Jed and others injured 
were taken to the Fifth regiment armory and the tabernacle 
recently 


erected here for religious services. 


'No official of the company was found who could tell anything about 


the explosion. 
There were Athispers of a plot to destroy the plant. If 


there was a plot, no more effective snot could have been selected for the 
work. It was near the Delaware river bank and well isolated. 


The plant was originally construct sd soon after the European wa# 


started by Baldwin locomotive interests. Recently it was taken over by 
the-Russian government which has been emplojing about 10,OOO people 
making shells. 


The place has been thoroughly guarded night and day and after dark 


immense searchlights made every portion of the ground as light as day. 
In addition secret service men and detectives worked in the various de- 
partments disguised as munition makers. 


At the undertaking place of Coroner White there are 80 bodies, 79 be- 


ing those of gir's. 


Thousands of girls were employed at the plant, most of them coming 


from Philadelphia, 10 miles away. They were attracted 
by the

said the damage to the plant was not serious. Announcement was made

ment and those which have armories, 
have been recruited in definite local- 
ities and have other 
indications of 


"probable permenancy " 


TLe puipose of the department is 


to prevent organization of volunteer 
regiments under the guiie of nation- 
al guard units and which would not, 
in all probability last beyond the dur- 
ation of the war. 


An official circular issued 
today 


points out that the present emergency 
is one which cannot be met by the 
regular forces and the national guard 
alone, and adds that existing law 
"does not contemplate that the fed- 
eral government shall call upon the 
states to form more national guard 
lioops in order that they may be 
called into the federal ser1. ice." 


"The laws." the circular continues, 


"placed this responsibility of organ- 
jiig more troops strictly for federal 
we upon the federal 
government,

Smythe was introduced as the next 
orator, his subject being "Patrlc iz."

The Patriot is he who stands for 


his country right or wrong". 


This is necessarily true because 


if every citizen is to determine as to 
his loyalty to his country upon his 
own conception as to 
whether'his 


government is right or wrong as to 
its policies, then disloyalty "might 
stalk unchecked through the land 
and at times treason might be ram- 
pant. 


Patriotism in America is not of 


the same stuff as is blind adherence 
to a king, an emperor, or to a dy- 
nastry. 


What is patriotism in America is 


answered by answering the question, 
What is a traitor in America. 


A traitor in America is he or she 


who in time of war sympathizes with 
the enemy of America, and gives to 
that enemy aid and comfort. 


A quasi traitor is he who in time 


of war cries 
peace, peace; 
when 


there can be no peace only by the 
winning of battles. 


A patriot is he who actually loves 


the country best which fosters him, 
protects his home, his family, his 
friend, and his fortune. 


A citizen who has all these privi- 


leges and benefits and is disloyal, is 
an ingrate 
whose 
ingratitude 
is 


sharper than an enemy's sword. 


Why is it that patriotism, 
this 


almost universal instinct, the purest 
and noblest sentiment that can warm 
the heart of man, for which more 
men have given their lives than for 
any other cause, which counts more 
martyrs than,even religion itself— 
this potent sentiment which has pro- 
duced so great and splendid deeds 
of heroic bravery and of unselfish 
devotion, which has 
inspired art, 


stimulated literature, and furthered 
s'-ience—which has fostered liberty, 
and 
won independence—in short 


which has made civilization—can be 
perverted and made the excuse for 
murder-and wanton outrage, and ex- 
alt arbitrary tyranny? 


Although patriotism—the love of 


country—is as old as the history of 
the nations, the form of this univer- 
sal feeling is due to theories of gov- 
ernment, and of duty to government.

rights, in this world in the ages to 
come. 


Loyalty to a monarch must be di 


vorced from loyalty to country, that 
civilization 
'may 
advance in this 


world. 


God bless the United States 
of 


America; and long live the princi- 
ples for which it stands; and, as a 
result of this world tragedy, that it 
will extend the blessings of liberty 
and equality to the few remaining 
dark'corners of the earth. 


,Such patriotism 
involves duties 


and these duties rise in connection 
with the domestic relations of the 
citizen to his country, as well as in 
all that concerns the attitude of the 
country toward foreign nations. 6)ur 
obligations do not end with obedi- 
ence to lawi, and payment of taxes. 
It means taking our full share of 
public work and responsibility, 
in 


upholding those entrusted with au- 
thority, and giving them our true al- 
legiance.

world has there been an exception 
to the respect that is paid among 
nations to the law of good faith.

Even in the pirate states of Algiers

he third speaker of the evening was 
ntroduced by 'Chairman Beggs and 
spoke on "Our Part in the War." He 
said: 


We are at war.. We have as our 


avowed enemy the greatest laiuL force 
n Europe, 
o the end. 


The war must be, fought 
Neither side will be satis- 


led with a peace without victory. 
!"hese facts should.be understood. 


No longer is it of..ahy importance 


o us to discuss.responsibility for the 
iluropean war. No-longer are our 
ympathies as between European na- 
ions of any importance. Those things 
are behind us. We must win the war. 


We have no concern with the in- 


ernal affairs of the German Empire. 
Ve are at war because that empire 
has been guilty of an^affront "to us, 
and in order that'w© may not by a 
owardly yielding lose our national 
iOUl. 


Our part in war should be to do 


whatever may be necessary for 
its 


ucessful prosecution, make a firm 
allance with the_Entente powers,''to 
nsure suck a prosecution and .to 
avoid a separate peace on their part. 
Ve should 
do .whatever circum- 


tances, as they arise,, may require, 
f troops, should go 'to~ France, I am 
eady. If it is a matter of money let 
us'all gladly pay. 


It is a question which each in- 


ividual must .settle for himself. As 
he nation must preserve, its 
self- 


espect, so must the individual. He 
must in this crisis so conduct himself,

COMING, DEALERS SAY 


Leather Is So Scarce Cloth Will 


Be Used More, With Greater 


Color Variety. 


The all leather shoe ylll soon be al- 


most extinct, according to an announce- 
ment of the executive committee of the 
National Retail Shoe Dealers' associa- 
tion in New York. Cloth is to be sub- 
stituted, but as cloth is plentiful the 
shoe top •will henceforth creep two 
inches higher above milady's ankle and 
will appear in colors heretofore taboo 
in the shoe trade. 


In view of the embarrassment which 


may follow this departure the associa- 
tion will appoint a committee to in* 
struct buyers throughout the country 
relative to the proper combinations of 
colors, it being presumed that many 
small retailers would not know wheth- 
er red and pink, for instance," would 
be. popular in their particular cities. 


An official said: "Today we can pro- 


cure hides only from Russia and In- 
dia, and this is done only after great 
difficulty. 
We have sufficient leather 


to meet the demand, but it will be nec- 
essary to substitute cloth for leather in 
shoe tops in the majority of cases. 
Shoes will not, however, increase ma- 
terially in price. During the past year 
shoe prices have increased about 10 per 
cent, but the price of leather has in- 
creased about 100 per cent 


"By next fall, I should say, a shoe 


costing $5 today will sell for about f 6 
or $6.50. They will not get cheaper, 
but the crest of the wave of high shoe 
prices has almost been reached."

How Much Should Be Allowed For 


a Family of Four. 


LAYING 
OUT THE 
GARDEN. 


Specialists AdviM tht Making of • 


Rough Plan of th« Garden Whereon 
Space* to Be Deed For Each Variety 
of Vegetable Can Be Indicated. 


[Prepared by United States department of 


agriculture ] 


Tbe home gardener will find it help- 


ful to make a rough plan of his garden 
on a large sheet of wrapping paper. 
On this plan he can indicate the spaces 
to be used for each variety and also by 
means of colored pencils or symbols 
show where a second crop is to be 
planted or interplanted between grow- 
ing rows and also arrange for the sec- 
ond and,tbird crops which are to fol- 
low those previously harvested. Such 
a plan will enable him to keep the gar- 
den busy all season supplying fresh 
vegetables during the summer and pro- 
ducing in the late fall root and other 
crops for winter use. Once the heavy 
preliminary spading and working of 
the garden have been done it is about 
as"easy to raise two or three crops as 
to keep the garden clean of weeds to 
produce only one picking. The spe- 
cialists advise those who are not used 
to gardening or wish to have their 
children take an interest In the garden 
to hire a laborer to do the heavy pre- 
liminary spading or breaking up of the 
soil. This heavy work frequently dis 
gusts noTicea' and children, who would 
continue to take an interest in the gar- 
den if their task was simply to fine 
and cultivate soil already broken up 


The following amounts of seed the 


garden specialists of the United States 
-department of agriculture 
say are 


needed to plant approximately 100 feet 
of row, or enough to supply Tegeta- 
Bles for a family of four: 


Beans, snap, one pint. 
Beaas, pole lima, one-half pint 
Beans, bush lima, one-half to one pint. 
Cabbage, early, one-half ounce. 
Carrot, ono ouace. 
Cauliflower, one packet 
Celery, one packet 
Cucumber, one-half ounce. 
Eggplant, one packet 
Kale, or Swiss chard, one-half ounce. 
Parsley, one packet 
Parsnips, one-half ounce. 
Salsify, one ounce. 
Stjuash, cummer, one-half ounce. 
Squash, Hubbard type, one-half ounce. 
The following vegetables, the spe- 


cialists say, will undoubtedly be plant- 
ed in larger amounts than those just 
mentioned, and the amounts of seed 
given will be a guide for ordinary re- 
quirements. Some families may need 
more of the various vegetables, and 
others would need less: 


Beet, four ounces. 
Csttbage, late, one-half to one ounce. 
Corn, sweet, one pint 
Lettuce, one ounce 
' 
Wustanelon. one ounce. 
Onion seta, two Quarts. 
Peas, garden, two to four quart*. 
Radish, one to two ounces. 
Spinach, one-quarter pound In spring 


and one-half pound In fall. 
Tomatoes, late, one-quarter ounce. 
Turnips, one-quarter pound. 
Watermelon, one ounce. 
The string beans, bush lima beans, 


sweet corn, lettuce, peas and radishes 
will not all be jjlanted at one time, but 
successive plantings two to three 
weeks apart will be made so as to 
have a fresh supply throughout the 
season. 


Of early Irish potatoes one peck to 


one-half bushel will be required and 
of late potatoes one-half bushel to one 
bushel or more, depending upon the 
amount of ground available for this 
purpose. If possible, enough Irish po- 
tatoes should be grown to last through- 
out the winter. 


Jn the event that the family wishes 


to raise vegetables to supply current 
needs and also to supply a surplus for 
canning the amounts indicated above 
should be considerably increased.

Lettuce does not withstand heat 


•well and thrives therefore in the early 
spring or late autumn. In order to 
have the leaves crisp and tender it is 
necessary to force the growth of the 
plant. The usual method of growing 
the plant for home use is to sow the 
seeds broadcast in the bed and to re- 
move the leaves as rapidlr as they 
become large enough for nse. 
It is 


better, however. t<> so-.v the seeds in 
rows fourteen !o sixteen iiK-bcs apart 
and when the plants come up to thin 
them to the desired distance. 
With 


the heading type this should be about 
twelve inches apart. This will result 
in the formation of rather compact 
heads, and the ealire plant mar then 
be cut for use. 


Radishes are sw hardy that they may 


be grown through the wjatrr in cold 
frames Sn the latitude of \Vnshinstor. 
and farther south ni the ojn-n ground. 
In the nortB they require 3Kit3iet3s. but 
can be sown in Jbp tijien crownd as 
soon as the soil is moderately warm. 
They should be planted a" drills twelve 
to eighteen inches apart :ind thinned 
slightly as soon as the plants are up. 
Ou a qirick. rich soil some of the ear- 
lier varieties con be matured in from 
three to four weeks after planting. If 
the plants are allowed to remain long 
In the open ground the roots loose their 
crispncsg and delicate flavor, and in 
order to secure a constant supply suc- 
cessive plantings should be made ev- 
ery two weeks. One ounce of radish 
seed is sufficient to plant 100 feet of 
row. A larg« percentage of the seed 
germinates, and 5f the sowing is done 
carefully laicr thinning may be un- 
necessary. The first radishes to ap- 
pear may be pulled as soon as they arc 
of sufficient size, and this will "leave 
enough room for those that are a little 
Inter. The plant is not wilted to hot 
we.itlu-r. but should be planted in the 
«arjy spring nix! latf autumn.
